NEW LONDON, Conn., 
won the tri-university boat 
Thames River course to-day, 
being rowed in 23m. 48s. 

Yale crossed the finish line three and one- 
half boat lengths behind the 
twelve lengths ahead of Harvard. 

Last year at Poughkeepsie Cornell 
in 20m. 34s.; Yale, second, 20m. 44s., 
Harvard last, 21m. 

Cornell was the first of the three crews 
to appear on the water to-day for the great 
race. Shortly after 12 o'clock the Ithacans 
left their quarters, two miles down the 
river, and proceeded leisurely in their steam 
launch at Red Top, where they got into 
their shell at the Harvard float. 

A few minutes later the Harvard crew 
paddled siowly across the river to the start. 
It was 12:20 before Yale put in an appear- 
ance. At the appointed time, 12:30 p. m., 
the three crewe were at their respective 
stakeboats. 

Referee Meikleham shouted his final in- 
structions to the walting crews and gave 
the order, ‘‘“Get ready.’ An instant of sus- 
pense, a puff of smoke, a report, and the 
boats were off. 

The booming of the gun on the judge's 
boat announced that Cornell had crossed 
the line a winner. Fourteen seconds later 
another report told that Yale had finished 
and away back came the Harvard. 

Cornell won the race by three and a half 
le matha over Yale and nearly eleven lengths 
separated her and Harvard. Time, 23m, 48s. 


POST-DISPATCH THERMOMETER. 
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CUBAN SPY BRINGS 
MAPS ‘OF SANTIAGO. 
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Garcia Now Has Accurate Drawings of the Defenses 


of the City and Positions of the Camps. 


IN- GEN. GARCIA’S CAMP, near Santiago de Cuba, Jane, %, fier the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch boat, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 23.—A Cuban who left the 
city of Santiago on Monday night arrived at Gen. Garcia’s camp on Tuesday morn- 
ing with accurate maps of the harbor and of the earthworks surrounding it, Admiral 
Cervera’s ships have moved from the positions they were in three days ago and now 
lie in almost a circle. surrounding a small island and lighthouse about half way up 
the four-mile harbor. The Cristobal Colon, which is uninjured, lies to the west, 
commanding with her port battery the narrow neck of the harbor, while the Vizcaya, 
also uninjured, lies to the east, her starboard battery looking upom the same neck. 

Both of the Spanish torpedo boat destroyers are temporarily disabled. 

Seven new guns are being put up facing the sea, three of which, on the west, 
are ship’s guns of the 6-inch rapid-fire variety 2nd automatic guns of all descriptions, 
it appears, are being dismounted from the ships and mounted on the earthworks 
surrounding the city. 

A new line of trenches has been dug about a mile and a half from the city. 

The Spanish soldiers known as the regular troops are on half rations and no 
‘rations or supplies are furnished to the local Spanish forces, numbering about 3000 
men. They are compelled to forage for themselves. 

The spirit of discontent, it also seems, is very widespread among the Spanish 
troops and an uprising in Santiago de Cuba is feared. 

There is an absolute lack of drugs in Santiago and, finally, the crews of the 
Spanish warships are on half rations. 


AGUINALDO AWAITS DEWEY’S ORDERS. 


LONDON, June 23.—The Manila Railroad Co., having offices in this city, has re- 
ceived a cable message saying that though the Philippine insurgents have captured 
all but the inner eity of Manila they are respecting property and are refraining from 
footing.

One division has been landed at Aserradero and a brigade at Camp McCalla, . 
Guantanamo Bay. 

The troops are camped along the base of the hills which put out a short dis- 
tance from the shore. 

Gen. Shafter’s headquarters have been established near the pier at Baquiri and 
outposts have been established on all the roads leading into the interior. The army 
is in good health and spirits. é 

The first offensive operations will be made to-day, when scouting parties will 
be sent along the roads leading to Santiago to feel the Spanish positions and dem- 
onstrate the strength of the enemy. 

Already the artillerists are planting guns on the hills back of the camp and the 
Cubans under Gen. Castillo have been sent out on the main road to Santiago to re- 
connoiter. 

There is good ground for camping at Baquiri and fair roads run throcgh the 
hills to Santiago City, distant about 30 miles.

BAiIQUIRI HARBOR, Cuba, Wednesday, June via Kingston, Jamaica 
Thursday. June 23.—At 5 o’clock this afternoon 6000 trained American soldiers are 
encamped in the hills in and around Baiquiri and 10,000 more rest on their arme on 
board transports off shore, ready to join those who have debarked as soon as the 
available launches and small boats can carry them ashore. 

Time and sea and weather were piopitious for the army of invasion. The navy 
and the army co-operated splendidly, and as the big warships closed in on the shore 
to pave the way for the approach of the transports and then went back again, three 
cheers for the navy went up from 10,000 throats on the troop ships and three cheers 
for the army rose from ship after ship as the troop ships moved in to take their 
share in the hazardous game.

At first they were thought to be 
the report of guns from Spanish masked batteries, but they proved to be the explo- 
sion of ammunition in the burning building. 

THE FLEET OPENS FIRE ON THE HILIS. 

A little before 9 o'clock the bombardment of the batteries of Jaragua was begun | 
by the ships of Rear Admiral Sampson's fleet. There was evidently a feint to cover 
the point of attack, Jaragua being about half way between Baiquiri and Santiago.

No place for the payment of the special tax bills assessed 
against property is provided in the charter amendments, The 


bills go into the hands of the contractors for collection, 

The amendments provide that transfers of bills must be 
registered. All the taxpayer can discover at the City Hall is 
the name of the man who holds the lien against his property. 
If he fails or 1e@uees, for any reason, to pay one installment 
of the bill, ALL at once bear 10 per cent interest from the be- 
ginning. 

Citizens may see at a glance the tremendous advantage 
given to contractors and speculators by these provisions. Thé 
citizen must find the man who holds the bills against his 
property in order to clear it off. If for any reason one install- 
ment is not paid the lien, if the property is valuable, becomes 
a most excellent investment, and will soon eat up what value 
the original bill left in the property. Men holding such liens 
will be anxious to avoid having the property owners settle 
the bills until the value of the property is absorbed.

MEMBER OF HIS FAMILY TO 
TAKE PARIS GREEN. 


Recker’s Father and Brother Died 
Within Three Years by Their 
Own Hands and He Became 
Despondent Frem Lack 
of Work. 


When Albert Recker decided to die Wed- 
nesday night he quite naturally decided 
that paris green would be the proper agen- 
cy. It had killed his father a year and 
a half ago and a brother a year before 
that. 

Though Albert took a big dose and was 
fully determined to die, death evaded him. 
The doctors used the stomach pump with 
telling effect, and, though Albert is sick 
in the suicide-by-polson ward at the City 
Hospital, the physicians say he is out of 


danger and will recover. He says he is 
sorry the doctors saved him and he de- 
clares he will yet be the third in his family 
to die from the effects of paris green. 

Albert is 21 years old and lives with his 
mother and stepfather, Tony Berning, at 
4225 Pleasant avenue. e is a paper hang- 
er, but for two months he has had no work. 
He says he covld find none. 

‘I had nothing to live for,”’ he told a re- 
porter Thursday morning, ‘“‘and I thought I 
would be better off under the ground. You 
see I have not had any work for two monthe 
and my stepfather would not let me stay at 
home any more. He said I did not earn my 
salt and that I should not live off of him. 
He made me pack my stuff and get out. 

I didn’t have any place to go and no 
monev to go there with, anyhow. I bor- 
rowed a nickel from a friend and bought 
paris green with it. I took about half of it. I 
guess I would have died if they had left 
me alone, but they brought me here and 
pumped me out. 

“The reason I took paris green was te- 
cause I knew it was good. My brother Oito 
committed suicide three years ago. He took 
paris green and died here in this same hos- 
pital. I saw him die. Then my father com- 
mitted suicide down in Monett, Mo., a year 
ago last January. He also took paris green. 
I didn’t see him, but when I concluded I 
had lived long enough, what is more natural 
than that I should take the stuff that had 
shown itself to be so good. 

“Otto, my brother, was 21 years old, just 
my age now, when he committed suicide. 
My father, Fred Recker, did not get along 
well with the folks at home, and he 
used to beat mother terribly. One day 
while he was beating her Otto got mad and 
he took a hand. He and the old man had 
a fight. Otto came out on top, but it made 
the old man mad and he drove Otto off. We 
did not hear anything about him for sev- 


eral days. Then the —— told us that he 
had taken poison and was about to die at 
the City ospital. I came down, but he 


was pretty near gone when I got here. 

“After he @ied the old man got to act- 
ing queer. He did not beat mother any 
more, but he was always growling. Well, 
one day he Ht out and we didn’t hear 
anything from him until we_ learned he 
was dead .,down in Monett. had taken 
paris green, the same stuff that Otto took. 
After the old man left home he worried a 
good deal about Otto and blamed himself 
for his death. I guess that’s the reason 
the old man Killed himself. Well, he was 
to blame about Otto. 

‘‘Mother married Tony Berning after the 
old man had been dead some time. As long 
as I had work and brought home money 
Berning treated me all right. But when I 
got out of work and had no place to go 

e just drove me out. No, don’t care 
whether I get well or not. If I hadn't 
wanted to die I wouldn't have taken the 
poison, If things ain't better when I get 
out TIT will try it again.” 

Albert is 21 years old and ts subject to 
fits of epilepsy.

CHIEF SWINGLEY’S REPORT. 


Losses and Insurance Involved in the 
Past Year’s Fires. 

The annual report of Chief Swingley of 
the Fire Department for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, 1898, and the forty-first year 
of the paid department, was submitted to 
Mayor Ziegenhein Thursday. 

The expenditures for the maintenance of 
the department during the year were $665,- 
29.70, of which $528,448.98 waa for salaries. 

Two engines, two trucks, two hose wa- 
gons, with chemical tanks, and two hauling 
wagons were added to the apparatus. 

The net fire loss was $1,587,707. The Insur- 
ance on the buildings destroyed was $7,834,- 
676. The losses actually paid by the insur- 
ance companies were $1,451,983. The per 
capita loss was $2.43. The value of the prop- 
erty involved was $12,472, 800.

Uncle Sam Thinks Too Many People 
Change Addresses and Want Too 
Much for Nothing. 


Newspapers, advertising matter or mer- 
chandise hereafter will not-be returned to 
the sender when the person to whom it is 
addressed is not found until postage is pre- 
paid, nor will mail of the second, third 
or fourth class be forwarded without the 
necessary postage.

Bundles Weighed 250 Pounds and the 
Boys Had Been Watching the 
Workmen on John Hart- 
wig’s Reof. 


The accidental falling of a %0-pound bun- 
dle of tar ‘roofing paper from the roof of 
the residence of John Hartwig, 4250 North 
Broadway, at 10 o'clock Thursday morning 
in the instant death of George 
Schepple, aged 6 years, and injuries to Wil- 
lie Schepple, aged 5, which may end the lit- 
tle fellow's life. 

The two boys live with their parents at 
4800 North Broadway. They were playing 
along the sidewalk in the vicinity of their 
home, and when they saw the tar roofers 
at work at Hartwig’s house they stopped 
to watch them. 

Lying on the roof were several large bun- 
dles of roofer's paper. In handling them 
one bundle fell over the side of the roof, 
crashed downward like a catapult, catch- 
ing the two boys, who were directly under- 
neath, and pinning them to the earth. 

The workmen hastened to the assistance 

of the boys and found that George had 
been killed instantly, the force of the pa- 
per having broken his neck and mangled his 
ody in a frightful manner. The other boy, 
Willie, was unconscious, and an examina- 
tion showed he had received a broken jaw, 
broken arm and other injuries. 

The dead and wounded boys were re- 
moved to their parents’ home on the same 
stretcher. Mra. Schepple was prostrated on 
the arrival of the workmen with their sad
